of the group, and a general discussion of the forthcoming presidential, 
election* 

On December 9, 1956, a source t*io has furnished reliable 
information in the past, reported that on Novexriber 8, 1956, the 
Duval Counigr Citizens Council held a meeting at 220 East Ifcnroe Street* 
Approximately 20 persons were in attendance, and the discussion at this 
meeting concerned increasing the memb^ship of the group, and its 
affiliation with other county aM city organizations throughout ttie state* 

On December 7^ 1956, a source i^feo has furnished reliable 
information in the past, reported that on November 22, 1956, the 
Duval County Citizens Council held a meeting ^ the Oddfellows* Hall* 
€taly rdne people showed up for this meeting, and the person ^o had 
the key to the hall never arrived, so the nine individuals left without 
conducting any regular meeting* 

On Deceniber 16, 1956, a source ^o has furnished reliable 
information in the past, reported that the Duval County Citizens Council 
heid'^ regular meeting on December 14, 1956. in Hlq Oddfellows* Hall at 
Jacksonville, ilorida* The meeting was attended by. a small numbi^r of 
people, and only l3o75 was collected for the treasury* The discussion 
of the group concerned sending representatives to a State Mbetiz^ of the 
Citizens Councils to be held in Marianna, Florida, on December 20, 1956* 
One of the members m^de a short talk on the possibility of organizing 
a new political party >diich would follow the Constitution of the 
Dhited States* There was little discussion on the problem of segregation*

Seaboard White Citizens Council, and an assistant of JOHN Fo KASPER, 
executive secretary of the Seabpard White Citizens Council* HGCKETT 
told the press that i^he purpose of his visit to Mami was to organize 
a MapL chapter of his orga3iization# 

The M.suni Daily News for February 26, 1957 carried an article 
captioned, "State Probers Blast JOHN KA3PER Actions*" This article 
said that a State Legislative Qpmdttee had issued ^-statement relative 
to the press condemning the actions of JOHN KASPER, leader of the 
Seaboard White Citizens Council, and his assistant, FRED B» HOCKEIT, 
laami organizer of the anti-integration group * 

The mjajsX Herald for March 3, 1957 carried an article captioned, 
"KASPER to Speak in City. He saj^i City Thinks Not#« Ttas article said 
that JOHN KASPEE, leader of the Seaboard White Citizens. Councils, was 
on that date in Ghiefland, Florida, for the purpose of addressing a 
Eu Klux Klan meeting on th^e following Saturday evenings KASPEB told 
the press that he planned to speak in Miami, Florida, at a rally 
to be held on the following Eridaya 

This rally was scheduled to take place at the G^ty.<nmed 
Manpr Park Recreation Hall, 1350 1I<, W# 50th Street, Mami, Florid^* 
Investigation by the pres? revealed that the Manor Park Recreation Hall 
was already leased for a meeting to be held on Friday night by 
DAVID lo HAWTHORNE, head of the Dade County Property Owners* Associs^tipn, 
another group opposirag integration* 

The article said that HAWTHORNE* s organization is currently 
at odds with the Seaboard White Gitizeiis Council* HAWTHORNE told the 
KL^ Herald that JCM KASPER is definitely not going to address the 
Dade County Propwty Owner?* Association* HAWTHGKNE remarked that he

did not know,ai5rtlii33g about KASPER except that he was associated with 
HOGKETT^ and HGCKETT is not welcome to attend meetings of the Property 
Owners' group o SRNIE DGiaiHG, stg)erintendent of the Jfenor Park 
Recreation Hall, said that he was doubtful that KASPER would be given 
permission to speak in any City parfco 

The Mami Daily News for March 4^ 1957 carried aix article 
optioned, "JOHES Found Guilty of Being Disorderly o*^ This article said 
that at a meeting of the SeaJ>oard White Gitisens Council held on the 
previous Friday in the residence of ¥^ Ho ROPHl, 1501 Ho Wo 55'^h Street, 
Mami, Florida, a, disturbance had been created by a Qaaker minister, 
ASHTCW JCSTESo The persons e^ssembled at this m^eting had ejected JCJKES 
and had him arrested for creating a distitrbanoeo The cocpl^i.n3,ng . 
witnesses against JOKES were members of the Seaboard White Citizens 
Council, and i^iea JCMES was brought before Monicipal Judge G^^IES SNGWDEH 
on Iferch k, 1957, he was found guilty and sentenced to thirty days in jail 
for disorderly conduct, and three days each for trespassing and refiising 
to leave the scene of a meetingi> All sentences were suspended*
